C G Holland, 
nwnnr of the hotel and one of the 
loremost local protagonists of the 
bond issue, presided during the houi 
or more of Informal 
after-dinner 


speeches, all of which were naturally 
favorable to the bond proposition and 
to Danville's discharging its respon- 
sibility in the matter of financing the 
State-wide campaign to be prosecut- 
ed vigorously during the remaining 
thirty days before tire election 
After the dinner and the speeches, 


voluntary contributions to the road- 
bond campaign financing effort were 
made with the result that It was an- 
nounced that $1.015 of the desired 
$1 600 had been subscribed then ana 
there by the 
comparatively 
small 


group. It was explained by Mr. Hol- 
land that two-thirds of the fund rais- 
ed would go to the State campaign 
fund and the other third to the local 
campaign 
Mr. Holland in the open- 


ing presentation of the cause ratherj 
indicated that the State bond issue j 
might not prevail, but he desired to! 
see Danville give a good vote for the 
bond proposal because of the good 
effect it would have in the future 
The first expression of the evening 


was a somewhat spirited retort by 
Mr Henkel to an expression by this 
paper wherein it was pointed out 
that the hotels would probably be 
the largest direct beneficiaries of the 
construction of through highways or 
tourists routes

Chamber of Commerce, D. E. Gra- 
ham Jr., merchant, and head ct tne 
Toung Men's Business club, W. B. 
Smith editor of a local newspaper; 
H R Fitzgerald, head of the great 
local textile plant, and A. D Starling, 
who proclaimed that he had come 
from Xorth Carolina to attend the 
meeting, and who as chairman of the 
Good Roads Committee of the Dan- 
ville Chamber of Commerce, has prob- 
ably been identified with the attain- 
ment of the greatest constructive road 
project ever undertaken by this city 
or probably by any other of no great- 
er population. 
Mayor Wooding was convinced that 


th« best way to build good roads -was 
to issue bonds, and he frankly cham- 
pioned that plan as preferable to any 
other.

There has neen a marked Increase 


in tobacco 
production since 1913 


(when only 17,500 acres were devoted 
to tobacco culture) to a t'otal acreage 
of about 50,000 in 1922. The pre-war 
production of 7,000 metric tons has 
increased to about 24,000 metric tons 
in 1922. There are more than 18,000 
larmers growing tobacco at the pres- 
ent time and about 5,000 people are 
employed in the factories 


Of the 24,000 tons produced in 1922, 


15,217 tons were exported to France 
for use by the Goovernment monopoly 
This composed about 20 per cent of 
the total purchases by France, and 
u is contended that if Algeria would 
produce varieties suitable for blend- 
msr purposes the French monopoly 
would use a much greater quantity ot 
this colonial tobacco

SHOWERS DEL*Y WORK ON 
FARMS IN TOBACCO BEI/T 


Tobacco growers in Algeria are in- 


sisting upon an increase in the im- 
port tariff on tobacco from the pre- 
sent rate of 50 francs to 100 francs 
per 100 kilos. 
The growers feel that the present 
rate of import duty is no longer a 
protection to domeatic production of 
leaf tobacco, since much of the im- 
ported tobacco comes from the Uni- 
ted States, and with the disparity in 
the rate of exchange 50 francs per 
100 kilos offers little, protection On 
the other hand, the manufacturers 
insist that increased duty will prevent 
the purchase of the required Amer- 
ican and other tobacco leaf for blend,

United States. Last year thousands of 
fires were prevented and millions of 
dollars saved by this informal cele- 
bration. 
The week comes at the beginnin 


of the autumn season when fires are 
most prevalent becau=e 
people 
are 


beginning to heat their homes and 
mills and offices. 
For hundreds of 
years this season has seen more fires 
than any other because furnaces, fire 
places and chimneys have not been re. 
paired after summer's disuse and be- 
cause careless people have allowed 
trash to accumulate. 


The Fire Prevention Week falls on 
he anniversary of the great Chicago 
Ire—October 9th. 1971 when, the 
story runs. Mrs. O'Leary's cow kick- 
ed over a lantern and started the 
blaze which later swept the entire city 
causing a loss of 200 lives and a stu- 
pendous monetary loss. 
Up until 


.922 the anniversary of the fire "was 
observed as Fire Prevention Day but 
t was decided to give a week to its 
careful consideration in order that 
due thought and consideration could 
>e given "with more lasting results. 
Every person in Danville pays $4.76 


a vear as his or her share in making 
good losses by fire. Five years ago 
.he per capita was .52.15 thi.= show- 
ng- the enormous increase in fire 
waste. 
The rate cited above applies 


o every person in the United States- 
Great Britain ranks next to '-he Unit- 
id States with a per capita of S3 
cents which further emphasises the 
prevalence of fires in this country. 
Mayor Harry "Wooding today sat 


he seal of approval to Fire Preven- 
ion AVeek by issueing an official pro- 
clamation on the subject calling for 
he cooperation of all citizens in ihe 
•>ndeavor to lower tne fire loss and 
ncidentally the per capita levied on 
he community.
